A European scientist 
conducted 


an experiment that is -worth}' of our 
attention. 


Ho succeeded regularly In produc- 


ing acute 
perforating 
appendicitis 


in dogs, when he tied off the appen- 
dix containing material that 
could 


decompose. 
The appendicitis occur- 


red In every case -where the dog •was 
overfed, or bad diarrhoea. 


Now although the dog lost his ap* 


pendix in this experiment he was 
much better off 
than 
the 
human 


who goes along having intermittent 
attacks ot appendicitis, and who fails 
to read the lesson as to their cause. 


This scientist 
took 
foods that 


were completely split up, and in- 
capable of decomposition, tied 
the 


appendix off In the 
e*rei6 manner, 


but no appendicitis followed. 


"Now the point, as you of course 


see, is that decomposing 
food 
ma- 


terials can cause appendicitis, if the 
blood supply is cut off and intestinal 
movement prevented, particularly in 
a-case where there has been over 
eating, or a catarrhal or diarrhoelc 
condition of the intestine. 


This would account for the 
fact 


that when the appendix gets a kink 
or a twist in it, cutting off, or par- 
tially cutting off the 
blood 
supply, 


then trouble starts in the appendix. 


Sometimes the appendix has been 


found squeezed about or behind the 
liver, and giving pain in that region. 


It might explain also, how- some 


attacks of appendicitis seem to sub- 
side alter an enema, which might 
have the effect of changing; the posi- 
tion of the in tee tines temporarily, 
and releasing the "kink." from 
the 


appendix. 


There was another point in his ex- 


periment that was likewise of inter- 
est. He was of the opinion that the 
wastes from certain foods, meats, 
eggs, grains and so forth were more 
frequently tlie cause 
than 
wastes 


from other foods. This may lie true 
and should encourage us to use our 
bodies more and use up such wastes. 


However the vegetables have some 


of. these,wastes also, although not to 
the 
same extent. 
Further . they 


cause more gas formation, which is 
not helpful to the appendix, as 1 
pointed out once before. 


In the meantime let us get 
the 


point that overfeeding leaves wastes 
which are harmful, and that any- 
thing thai causes 'a,a irritation of 
the intestines, (diarrhoea), likewise 
may cause your appendix 
to give 


trouble.

''Last year 953 deaths from drown- 


ing occurred in the state; the year 
before 8tfD. More people died trom 
drowning than from 
railroad and 


street'car accidents combined. The 
number is exceeded among accidental 
deaths only by those from automo- 
biles and trom falls. 


"These tragic occurrences seem to 


repeat themselves on about the came 
lines.' Perhaps the largest number 
of drownings are of young children, 
who do not know how to swim, and 
who venture beyond 
their 
depth. 


Then we have the death of the strong 
swimmer, who goes into dangerous 
waters, and is swept away or becomes 
exhausted, or Is forced under by the 
waves and encounters the undertow. 
It is often the strong, confident swim- 
mer also who plunges Into' the water 
and does not come up. These deaths 
are rightfully attributed to shock, 
some torm of heart disease, or to 
muscular cramp, due to disturbed 
blood circulation. A number of 
deaths also occurs from accidents in 
the water such 
as becoming en- 


tangled in water grasses and weeds 
or injured by diving into shallow 
water. 


"It is important to consider the 


length of time of the stay in the 
water. This depends somewhat on 
the temperature, but it also depends 
on the physical condition of the in- 
dividual. A fleshy person can often 
resist coJd longer than a lean 
per- 


son. For this reason women bathers 
often resist the cold better than men. 
The average well-nourished woman 
has more surface fat than the man. 
This fat is a protection against the 
cold. But no one. fat or lean, should 
ever stay in the water until chilled, 
as shown by pallor, blue Up*, shiver- 
ing or chattering teeth. Staying in 
too long and exhaustion from 
over 


exertion and loss of heat may pro- 
due's serious results. 


"The selection of a swimming 


place is important Fortunately the 
waters of New York stale furnish 
Ideal bathing places. There are no 
dangers to life or limb from 
the 


natural denizens. 
However there 


are 
sometimes 
lurking 
dangers 


which ought to be considered when 
selecting a bathing place. Bathing 
in waters polluted by sewage from 
cities, tillages or even lar&e hotels, 
may be attended with danger.

Mr. Cadrow has been associated j 


with the Heye foundation for a num- ' 
ber of years In areheologlcal survey 
in this region. All of the bones and 
relics found have been shipped to the 
museum in New York city. 


The finds Include, besides many 


skeletons, irtone Implements,--some of 
them not Identified, one large per- 
forated winged bannerstone made of 
white limestone, the first to be found 
in place with a burial site In the mid- 
dle Atlantic; carved stone objects re- 
sembling deer beads; beef incisors, a 
small notched flint arrow point, several 
antler linkers, bone arrow points and 
the bones of swans and other birds. 


"In one grave," said Mr. Cadtow, 


"we found a skeleton In the phalange* 
of the right hand of which rested a 
small bone spoon, three Inches from 
which, resting on bedrock were three 
small beaver teeth, an Imperfect 
bnrbed bone harpoon point and an 
antler flaker. Under the left hand 
was the small perforated, winged ban- 
nerstone.
